FOR  THE  HOLIDAY  .  .  . 

NOVEMBER  25th  and  26th:  This  year's  Thanksgiving  Eagle  (our  third)  again 
symbolizes  KPFK's  traditional  holiday  offering  of  Programs  From  the  American 
Experience.  In  1965,  as  in  1963,  both  Thursday  and  Friday  are  included  in  the 
celebration.  Once  again  we  are  featuring  programs  which  have  drawn  enthusiastic 
response  on  past  Thanksgivings;  most  of  the  schedule  is,  however,  new  to  the 
holiday.  We  hope  that,  between  mouthfuls  of  one  National  Bird  you  will  listen  to 
the  other  (somewhat  tougher)  creature  as  he  skims  across  our  rich  and  often  per- 
plexing Nation. 

MUSIC  FROM  THE  U.  S.  AND  THE  WORLD:  Featured  in  this  Folio  are  con- 
certs from  South  Africa,  Hungary,  Spain,  Sweden,  Czechoslovakia  and  lots  of 
Americana  over  the  Thanksgiving  holiday.  William  Malloch  interviews  Aaron 
Copland  and  Virgil  Thomson  on  Nov.  26,  and  Roy  Harris  on  Nov.  25.  On  Mon- 
day, Nov.  22,  the  second  anniversary  of  the  assassination  of  John  F.  Kennedy,  we 
will  present  the  premiere  broadcast  of  Symphony  No.  1  by  John  Biggs  and  Leonard 
Bernstein's  "Kaddish"  Symphony,  in  memoriam.  Antal  Dorati  conducts  all  of 
Bartok's  Music  for  the  Theater  on  Nov.  28,  and,  finally,  on  Dec.  1,  we  will  present 
the  premiere  recording  of  Bach's  "The  Saint  Mark  Passion." 

FAIR  WARNING:  Beginning  with  the  first  Folio  of  the  new  year,  our  programs 
will  be  fisted  for  four  instead  of  two  weeks.  This  more-or-less  monthly  listing  (first 
attempted  for  our  Shakespeare  Festival  in  April  1964  and  tried  again  this  past 
summer)  has  now  been  adopted  by  WBAI  and  KPFA.  It  has  the  distinct  advantage 
of  being  less  costly.  We  hope  that  the  change  will  be  well  received  by  our  sub- 
scribers. 

GOURMET'S  DELIGHT:  It's  been  called  a  hoax,  a  jinx,  a  gourmet's  defight  .  .  . 
and  it  has  proven  to  be  all  of  this  and  super-delicious.  We're  talking  about  Mort 
Thompson's  Thanksgiving  invention,  Thompson's  Turkey.  (He's  the  author  of  "Not 
As  A  Stranger"  and  "Joe,  the  Wounded  Tennis  Player.")  KPFK's  Robert  Adler 
and  WiUiam  Malloch  will  don  chef's  regalia  and  with  ladle,  libations,  and  a  touch  of 
lunacy  sally  forth  to  perform  kitchen  alchemy.  In  brief  KPFK  will  be  cooking  for 
three  days,  Monday,  Tuesday,  Wedensday,  November  22,  23,  and  24  at  10  p.m.
